THE HEATED TERM. 


it has beeu st Feral years since this coun­ 
try has seen such intense and protracted 
heal as we have experienced during the 
past two weeks. In St. Louis and Milwau­ 
kee, the number of cases of sunstroke was 
never equalled during any previous heated 
term, and the fatality among the cases was 
unprecedented. The extreme heat began 
on tbe fifth of July, and from that date to 
the lSih when a chango took place, the 
mercury in Janesville stood as follows, the 
observation being taken at one o'clock: 


man at a time. 
After descending thirty 
feet or more tbe cave becomes pf immense 
size, until a chamber is reached which 
measures about OOO feet long and 450 feet 
wide, with a height varying from 15 to 300 
feet.

While no shocks have been felt, 
the repeated rumbling has been distinctly 
heard. There belief is that there is fire 
down in the heart of Bald M ountain and 
that some day it will produce internal 
disintegration. Water penetrates through­ 
out 
the 
mountain 
wherever 
examined, and the contact of the water 
with the fire will generate steam, ami 
hence the motive power of the convulsions. 
The ilerald representative thinks the the­ 
ory (J the existence of fire a plausible one, 
for what else could create the vacuum to 
receive the immense quantities of infilling 
rocks, the mountain heiog ol granite for- 
tuition, impervious to the attack of water. 
We may some day hear startling reports 
from old “Baldy.”

In St Louis where tbe lauiity 
was extremely severe, the heat was very 
little greater than iu Janesville, aud no 
greater m Milwaukee where the number 
of cases of sun-stroke was very great. 


THE BELL PUNCH. 
Dr. LFLager’a Peruvian Bark remedy for 
intemperance does not seem to make any 
noticeable inroads on the demon. Persons 
are somewhat skeptical regarding the bark 
and put no confidence In its virtue. Fail­ 
ing in this remedy, the bell-punch system 
of taxing malt aud alcoholic liquors, Is at­ 
tracting considerable attention. 
By the 
use of the punch, it is claimed that intem­ 
perance will be reduced, and the revenue 
largely increased, as there would be no op­ 
portunity lo commit trauds as now. bt. 
Louis Is waking up on the question, and 
a special committee of the Common Coun­ 
cil has made a report which recommends 
the bell punch system. They take the ex­ 
perience ol Virginia, which adopted the 
punch last Jyear, ana since then the reve­ 
nue in that titate has been almost doubled. 
It has had also the effect rn Virginia of 
reducing the number of grog-shop9, by 
cleaning out a large number of low aud 
cheap falooua, which are always a source 
of crime. 
It is claimed lor the punch that it will 
tend to decrease the drinking of whisky 
and other alcoholic drinks and will increase 
the drinking of mali, aud in that way 
effects an increase of sobriety and a 
detainutiou of crime, aud consequently a 
great decrease ia the expenditures tor 
police aud the criminal courts aud jails. 
The question of reducing intemperance 
in the Urge citied is becoming a vital one. 
It is now touching the pockets of the tax­ 
payers aud they led it. 
The municipal 
tax for the payment of such expenses as 
directly result from intemperance, is enor­ 
mous in every large city in the Union, and 
hence very many heavy business men, 
and members of City Councils,who may not 
be temperaacc men in the general accepta­ 
tion of the term, are waking up to the im 
portance of suppressing in a measure the 
drunkenness which is not only cursing 
the drinkers and their families, but Is im­ 
posing aa unjust tax upan the sober busi­ 
ness men. 
Temperance 
societies have 
done much to restrain drinking and drunk­ 
enness but they cannot do ail. D ’Uoger’a 
remedy may do some good, but its influ­ 
ence is limited. The bell-punch is now 
resorted to as a means to meet the question 
financially and socially. 
There were lo 
the United btates in 1877, 104,598 licensed 
drinking places, or one for every 280 per­ 
sons. 
How to decrease that number, how 
to lessen the taxes which they directly 
impose on a community, and now to pro­ 
mote industry and 
sobriety among a1! 
classes, is a momentous question. 


There are two or three men in the coun­ 
try who have held office continually I r 
upwards of forty years. Senator Hamlin, 
of Maine, has hardly been known to be 
be without government patronage since tbe 
days of his youth, and now he is an ol J 
man. There 
is Governor Brogden, of 
North Carolina, who was almost born in 
office. The Springfield Republican says 
of him He was elected a member of the 
lo Aer branch of the North Carolina Legis 
lalure before he had ever voted in any 
civil election, just forty years ago, aud he 
has been out of office hardly a single year 
rn all the long interval. 
Ile was returned 
to the Legislature at every election until 
1857, then was Comptroller ol the State for 
tea years, was next Lieutenant Governor 
for two years aud Governor from 1874 to 
1877, when he took his scat in the House 
at Washington. On the old theory of of­ 
fice holding it was certainly time tor Mr. 
Brogden to give somebody else a chance. 


The “Independent,” a Greenback paper 
started at Evansville, in this county, last 
January, bas gooe down- with the tide. 
Grecnbackism killed it as a matter of 
course. No paper can live and prosper 
which undertakes to advocate a scheme so 
damaging to the interests of national pros.

Since there was a diversity 
of gifts there must be a corresponding di­ 
versity of teachers. To insure the liberty 
of conscience, encourage a noble manhood, 
promote tbe happiness and the material 
prosperity of a people, we must have a 
government

PEACE, 
and to secure and maintain this we must 
have teachers in the science of govern­ 
ment. 
But life is too abort—the world too largo 
—the school room too small—the material 
too deficient, and work too urgeut, tor all 
to gain a perfect knowledge in the classes. 
This difficulty is increased by their nuiu 
ber and intricacy. 
A thorough knowledge ot the laws and 
the workings of tho different systems of 
government, are essential too successful 
teacher is such a science. Like "the King- 
dom of God,” it "cometh not with observa­ 
tion,’* but with a thorough preparation of 
mind and heart in the teacher himself. 
With such a preparation, the teacher is 
enabled to prove philosophy by experience, 
and to reform experiments by philosophy. 
A good supply of such teachers gives 
lope to the poor—courage to the weak 
and clothes every individual of energy and 
conscience, with royal possibilities. 
Let no oue be deceived by pretended 
eachcrs, nor limit the circle within which 
true teachers can be found. 
The child is the father of the man. Im 
preguatcd with virtue the common sense of 
the day-laborer, may Instruct and control 
some high, brilliant,^fluctuating,crafty offi­ 
cial. 
To be a teacher in the science of govern­ 
ment, is to be a teacher in politics—tor 
politics in its higher sense, is that part of 
ethics 
which 
seeks 
to 
wisely 
prudently aud sagaciously regulate and 
govern, a nation or a State. 
Unfortunately for tbe race, thero have 
been some In all ages since governments 
have existed, who have seemed to be des­ 
titute of any conception of politics in its 
higher sense. 
The conduct of such men has forced, an 
unnatural, low-strained deffiuition to the 
word politician, so that la the minds of 
many it bas come to mean, exclusively, one 
who is ingeniuS in devising and pursuing 
some scheme of personal aggrandizement, 
with doubtful meant and vicious inolivee. 
In such a sense, a politician is an evil 
genius, frequently Inaugurating, and then 
executing mischief—censured by some— 
praised 
by others—meriting 
contempt 
from a ll; while in tbe higher sense a poli­ 
tician is an angel of light, with a philan­ 
thropy as extensive as the government In 
which he lives. 
tiuch a politician is ever anxious about 
the necessities, wants and temptations of 
the people, aud seeking to guard and fos­ 
ter their prosperity and happiness by

equally effectual to overthrow , the others. 
Every attempt to unduly exalt the one, is 
an equal attempt to degmde the others. 
The nation needs the co-operation of all 
the States, and every State must have the 
fostering care and strong arm of the nation. 
For only through the nation, can the peo­ 
ple of all tbe States readily combine their 
power In favor bf a common purpose and 
against a common foe, whether from with­ 
out or from within. 
While no true friend of our system o 
governments should desire, in time o 
peace, to have the nation control by force 
the internal affairs of an individual State, 
so no true friend ot that system should de­ 
sire that the minority of a single State be 
allowed to dictate tho persons to control 
the affaire of the nation. 
The observer, said De Tocqueville, who 
is desirous of forming an opinion on the 
state of instruction amongst the Anglo- 
Americans must consider the same object 
from two different points of view. 
If he singles out only the learned he will 
be astonished to find how few there are; 
but if he counts the ignorant the American 
people will appear to be the most enlight­ 
ened in tbe world. 
Our system of State and National Gov­ 
ernments is calculated to provoke invest! 
gation and study. 
The government of the town serves to 
prepare men to govern the county or the 
city, and they In turn the State, and the 
State the nation, so that men without great 
learning or study may acquire some apt­ 
ness for legislation and administration. But 
we must consider certain

EDUCATED STATESMANSHIP. 


boveraneats-How They are Form­ 
ed aud What They Mhoald be.— 
Politician*—What They Mhoald be, 
mad How the 
People can Hake 
Them.—The Relation of Teachers 
and People to Politician* and the 
Uovernmeat.: 
Ou Monday evening, July IG, Hon. J. B. 
Cassoday, of Janesville, delivered a lecture 
on Educated Statesmanship 
before the 
Wisconsin Teachers’ Association, at Ge­ 
neva Lake, of which the following is a 
synopsis: 
The moral philosophers of the world, 
said Mr. Cas^Hlay, in his lecture on “Edu­ 
cated Statesmanship,!’ had 
taxed their 
trains to discover the chiel end of mao, 
while the political philosophers had taxed 
theirs to discover the chief end of govern­ 
ment. To secure a government adapted to 
the actual condition and growing wants ot 
its people, was the work of a wise aud edu­ 
cated statesmanship. 
Ignorance and lazi­ 
ness had always been the parents of vice.

preset ce, was well prepared to lay down 
rules ot conduct aud conditions ut heart,

prophetic 
vis­ 
ion, bat was not wise enough to foreshad­ 
ow any form of government, nor lo give 
any except the most general instructions 
on political questions. 
Grandly he directed that the various 
tribes should select judges, officers and rul­ 
ers from their wisest men and then that the 
persons selected should be just, righteous 
and God-iearing, aud woe uulo that gov­ 
ernment and that people who fail to follow 
the injunction. 
The 
memorable words of him who 
spoke as never man spoke, declaring that 
the people should render uuto C\u«*ar the 
things that were Csusar’s, and unto God tho 
things that were God’s, clearly recognized 
government as a human institution, calcu­ 
lated to supply the wants and serve the 
purposes of taco, and hence it follows as a 
corollary, that every government, partakes 
of the weakness, the ignorance, the learn­ 
ing, the culture, the temper, the prejudice, 
the selfishness, the corruption and wick­ 
edness of those who establish—thorn who 
maintain and those who administer. 
To proye this he quoted from Burke, 
Fox, and Addison. Here the speaker gave 
an extended sketch of our own system of 
titate and National governments, aud then 
said: 
These numerous checks, balances and 
prohibitions and tbe fact that the people 
are the sources of all governmental power, 
whether titate or National, serves to re­ 
strain tbe mast crafty and unscrupulous, 
sufficiently, to at least, pretend to be hon ­ 
est. These governments divide up tho 
powers of thq people in such a way, that 
those of a certain character shall be cxer 
oised by officers of the general govern­ 
ment and others, mostly of a different 
character, Jby officers of the respective 
titate governments, while all others arc re • 
served to the people. 
The several titate governments are on 
the lame general plan, but they differ 
widely in purpose and method. 
They are so many machines, each more 
or less adapted to the wants, the condition 
and tho temper ct its people, depending 
upon the wisdom and virtue of those who 
have organized, maintained and adminis­ 
tered them. 
No titate can rise above the wisdom of 
its best men, aud every ti'.atc will fall more 
or less below. 
tio we have thirty-eight State govern­ 
ments, each independent of the otheia,aud 
each independent of the National govern­ 
ment in all things not delegated to it, nor 
prohibited to them. Tbe titate govern­ 
ments are so many political machines, 
working for political ends, and over and 
above them all, and for the protection of 
all, is that grandest political machine, 
known as the National government, resting 
in part upon the titates, but acting inde­ 
pendently of them, and deriving its powers 
directly lrom, and acting directly upon, 
the people. 
* This great National machine and these 
several titate machines arc so adjusted to 
aud interlocked with each other that every 
irregularity and disturbance in the one— 
especially in the National—is pretty sure 
to bring more or leas confusion and irrita­ 
tion to all. 
Every attempt to tear down the one is 


THREATENED DANGERS. 
As yet, we have no settled financial poli­ 
cy. No provision, either, has been made 
to prevent the possible results of a danger 
similar to that involved in the late Presi­ 
dential contest. No one, not deserving the 
contempt ot his countrymen, will walt 
or speculate for the purpose of determin­ 
ing whether a provision can be framed 
which might serve to elect the candidate 
of a detested party. The vast number of 
officers and the vast expenditures.required 
by our complicated system of government 
tend to stimulate unnecessary extrava­ 
gance and a morbid ambition. 
There arc always men who are artful and 
unscrupulous, but they will receive daily 
encouragement so long as there Is indiffer­ 
ence and want of plan and method among 
the mass. 
It is not so much the caucus system that 
we are to fear, as the tailuro of the people 
to participate in them. 
There are too mauy, even among educat 
etl mon, who refrain from taking part in 
caucuses and political movements, because, 
as they say, they do not wish to soil their 
garments in the dirty pool of politics 
whereas they, as well as others, are respon 
slble for the character of the politica 
waters, and it becomes an important ques­ 
tion whether the waters shall be troubled 
and the currents controlled by angels 
from below, or angels from above. 
We have no moral right to be indiffer­ 
ent through love of ease nor want of cour 
age. 
We have no moral right to complain 
of occurrences wbic’i we foresaw, and 
could, but did not, prevent. 
We have no moral right to complain of 
tho success of the wicked, it we made no 
effort to help the righteous. 
We have no moral right to complain of 
tile ignorance of the people on political 
questions, while we make no effort to in­ 
struct. 
It has been said that "government is an 
art above the attainment of an ordinary 
genius.” While a luau should have a genius 
tor the work, yet he can never be very 
successful without a profound knowledge 
of our system of governments—their rela­ 
tions to each other, the laws of the coun­ 
try, aud the requisite experience. 
Abe foundation of all this must corno 
from the schools of the State. 
“No government, any more than an indi­ 
vidual,” said Madison, “ will long be re­ 
spected, without being truly respectable.” 
Let us remember that the world was 
taught more th in 31 centuries ago, that no 
crowning could make the bramble superior 
to the olive, to the fig, or to the vine. 
This old lesson contains an intimation cl

every individual in this broad land, what­ 
ever may be his position or condition in 
hie, ought to be intensely interested. 
In other words, every voter should bo a 
politician, who prudently exercises, not 
some other person's judgment, but his 
own—first in selecting, then in electing 
candidates. 
They may seek office, bat not selfishly 
nor dishonorably. 
Instead of men forcing themselves into 
official station, they should wait, as the de* 
sciplesof old, did, bt torc being called to be­ 
come the ministers of God. 
Many ot those who hold and seek office, 
are bigh-miudcd, honorable mon. 
They know that office cannot give, aud 
should not be the means of laking away 
character. 
Oflice and character can no more be 
compared, than a house, and a soul. 
There should be no rivalry to get, but a 
great rivalry to be fitted for, office.

It has been wisely said that, “ The gov ­ 
ernment of man should bu th&monarcby of 
reason it. is too often the democracy ol 
passions, or the anarchy of humors.” 
A representative, is not a mere agent to 
obey orders aud execute mandates, but is 
vested with large discretionary powers, and 
is justly held responsible, not only for their 
abuse, but for any failure rn wisely exercis­ 
ing them. 
Scolding may at times be beneficial, but 
wise action Is better. Like all complicated 
machinery, to operate successfully and for 
the highest good, the national and the re­ 
spective titate governments, or machines, 
need to be constantly controlled by men of 
bread and liberal culture, who have pro­ 
foundly studied their respective powers, 
operations aud relations to each other, and 
who have tbe capacity and the 
moral 
courage to carry Into execution their con­ 
victions of what the good of the people 
require, without being prom pud by some 
private interest, or instructed by some cau­ 
cus or convention. 
To be a statesman, is to be a 
master 
mechanic, or a master machinist, on some 
oue of these various political machines. 
To be a machine politician in this sense, 
is not only proper, but highly commend­ 
able. It implies fitness lor the business. 
it presupposes schools, culture, study, 
Industry, fidelity, manhood. 
It excludes the political tramps, who are 
sure to follow political parties for the sole 
purpose of teeding upon political plunder. 
A machine politician in this higher 
sense, will never thrust himself upon the 
attention of men, but will possess that re­ 
serve, which com es from a keen sense of 
honor, and will only take a higher seat 
when it is determined by others that such 
action would be rn harmony with the fit­ 
ness of things.

While be was lu the walls ot 
Fortress Monroe, the South shed tears of 
sorrow and sympathy, O so bitter, because 
they 
were 
unheeded 
by our con­ 
querors. 
Mr. 
Greeley 
was 
one of the few Noithern men who appre­ 
ciated the deep feeling of the South tor her 
laden Chieftain, and numberless bot blood­ 
ed Southerners blessed him for Mr. Davis’ 
balibuntl. All the history, all the surround­ 
ings of the man himself are part of the 
South ; and, when he speaks, he is not only 
attentively listened to,—his simplest sen­ 
tence Is thoroughly analyzed. 
In his speech at Mississippi City, what 
he had to say about the beam ful badge he 
received is of small importance.

portion ol the address 19 o! so little interest 
indeed, that the caudid public must come 
to the conclusion that the badge was made 
for the speech, and not the speech for the 
badge. 
Mr. Davis’ Mississippi City speech is an 
outspoken, flat-footed, unmistakable, un­ 
necessary, and unwise Secession speech. 
He boldly proclaimed Mhis unshaken be­ 
lief in the right of Secession, and the duty 
of citizens to battle f >r the cause oi a {Stale 
after Secession.” 
lie adduces the course 
pursued by the Government since the War 
“to vindicate the judgment of those who 
held m paration to bo necessary tor tbe 
safety aud freedom cl the Southern States r 
Takcu as a whole, Mr. Davis* speech 
is

man 
it 
is

speech. 
Listening to its stunning sentences,tbe peo­ 
ple will forget all about that beautiful 
badge ; but they will never forget all about 
that Secession b tub, tor it has burst, and 
us hissing fragments have fallen all over 
America. 
We are only sorry that what­ 
ever of harm it can do will be done the 
already long-sulTenug South. 
It will be 
replied to in the North a million times, 
aud it will be assumed every time that Mr. 
Davis spoke the true sentiments of the 
South. Mr. Wendell Phillips, in an able 
article in the .July-August number of the 
North American Review, took the exact 
position warranted 
by Davis’ Secession 
speech. He declared the Sooth is really 
“Secession at heart,” aud that she is trying 
to win now by ’.be ballot what she failed to 
win by tbe sword. 
Mr. Davis expressed 
his unshaken belief in Secession, and hopes 
above all things that the tune will come 
when the true principles of Free Govern­ 
ment (the right of Secession among the 
number, of course) will be enjoyed by all 
the citizens. Mr. Phillips wrote his article 
too soon; he should have waited until Mr. 
Davis spoke his piece. 
No State ever did have the right, before 
the war or since the war, to sectile, lf 
Mr. Davis believes might is right, then has 
a State the right to Secede, 
la this light, 
but in no other, has a 
State 
the 
right 
to 
secede. 
It 
is 
potable 
that Mr. Davis aud other Southern leaders 
would have seen the question in this light 
before tbe War begun, but tor the tact that 
it was desirable to have two Governments 
which they thought very practicable, with 
honors and offices multiplied lo suit the in­ 
creased demand. 
The proof offered by by Mr. Davis that 
Secession to preserve the rights of the 
Southern States was right will not bear 
analysis. He says the position taken by 
the South is vindicated by tile way the 
Government has acted since the War. The 
Government has acted since the War very 
mncn sa all conquerers act. 
They have 
things pretty much their own way. 
We 
decline to accept this as good proof that 
our Secession, or any other Secession, is 
righL If Secession is proved to be right 
because it leads to subjugation, immense 
loss of treasure aud blood, and untold pri­ 
vate aud public sufferings, we would prefer 
tor the people to be enough wrong in the 
future never lo attempt it again. 
By this 
mode of reasoniuc. also, Mr. Davis is per­ 
haps 
satisfied 
that General 
Pem ­ 
berton 
was 
one 
of the 
ablest 
Generals ever heard of. 
Hut Secession is 
wrong. 
It is detestable, disintegrating, 
contradictory, impossible. 
How can a 
government exist that acknowledges this 
“right?” If one State has such a right, all 
have it; aud it all have it, a nation of 
States Is impossible. The truth Is, no State 
has such a right. To abseil it is to aster! 
that a component part ha9 more right 
than the whole. 
To assert this doctrine 
before the war was eyii; to preach it to the 
post-bellum South was frightful. 
Sup­ 
pose the press, the Dei not rat ic party of the 
South, aud the people should advocate 
this “right,” would a request to “not to be 
considered os seeking 
to disturb such 
peace as we have, or to avoid the logic oi 
events,” avail us? Du the contrary, the 
South would be bound hand and foot, and 
Mr. Davis, according to his curious logic, 
would be furnished with additional evi­ 
dence that Secession, or the attempt to de­ 
stroy a government, is one of the inalien­ 
able rights of man. 
Learned as he is, it 
seems necessary for him to learn one more 
lesson—the priceless lesson of silence.

To eiplaiu some of th«..se differences the 
Doctor called attention to a few of the 
details of the estimates.

It the city should build the 
works, it could not be expected that for a 
term of years the receipts from domestic 
use would amount to any more than to pay 
running expenses and keep the works in 
repair, so that the city would have to pay 
beyond its receipts the interest on the 
bonds. Still, it the city wanted to build, the 
Company would gladly have them do so# 
Ii the city could furbish a contractor who 
would build the works for $90,000, or for 
any less amount, the Company would 
gladly go ahead with the works, under the 
superintendence and inspection ot the city, 
and when the works were finished would 
turn them over to the city at cost price aod 
give over the franchise and all rights now 
held,freely and gladly,ss the members of the 
Company simply wanted to have the works 
substantially and cheaply built, so as to get 
an abundant supply of pure water.

It would stand 
between the city and the contractor aud 
when the work was doue would turn it 
over to the city. If the city did not care 
to do this they could rent the hydrants, as 
stated in the proposition published last 
Tuesday in the Gazette. 
Iu order to get the matter before the 
matting Mr James Sutherland moved that 
it was the sense ol the me t 
that water, 
works should be built, and supported his 


motion by *a tbnef speech, in which he 
spoke of the waterworks built by the an­ 
cients. He was In favor of direct pressure. 
Iron was now cheaper than it had been for 
je a n ,.and probably would be higher in 
atter years. Labor was ciao cheap. He 
spoke of the advantage to health as well 
as to the pocket-book, which weald save 
in insurance and in other ways. 
Mr. M. C. Smith wanted to know where 
he got his information about cheapening 
insurance. 
Mr. Sutherland stated his authority to be 
from correspondence with other cities, and 
from the report of the committee. Ile was 
familiar with several cities where this was 
the case. 
Mr. Smith replied that he deemed the 
statement (made somewhere that $20,000 
would be saved yearly in insurance, aa 
absurd one, as there was only about $25,- 
000 paid In premiums yearly in this city. 
Insurance men had informed him that in­ 
surance rates would not be any lower, ii 
waterworks were established. He also 
wanted to koow if the Rock river water 
was deemed pure9 
Mr. Sutherland deemed it &9 pure as 
rain water which had stood In cisterns 
and run through dirty pipes. 
Mr. A. C. Bates was opposed to water­ 
works. The city had expended $30,000 
for fire engines, and now it was proposed 
to do away with this and assume another 
debt of $150,000 or $175,000. The demand 
for additional hydrants would constantly 
increase as it had in the gas matter. When 
gas was first put in it only cw t the city 
about $1,200 a year, and now the city hid 
to pay between $3,000 and $4,OOO a year. 
It water works were established It would 
still cost $5,000 for fire purposes, $7,COO 
lur the water works, making $12,000, ana 
then the natural increase of tho demand 
for more hydrants would soon make an 
annual tax of $20,000. He closed with an 
earnest protest against the $20,000 annual 
tax. 
Mr. Merrill took the wind r ut of Mr. 
Batea' speech, by simply stating that tie 
gentleman was mistaken, as the city 'n gas 
bill amounted to scarcely $2,000 yearly, 
and Mr. Eldred stated that it cost the cot* 
ton factory twice as much for gas as the 
city paid. 
Mr. Eldred thought the s p e e d ie s t w a y to 
get at the matter was to have a contract 
drawn out in full except the signatures, 
and then it could be discussed intelligently

M E E T IN G o f t h e b a b . 
At A meeting of the Bar Association of 
Rock County, held at the Court House in 
the city of Janesville, on the 19th day of 
July, 1878, on call of the President of such 
Association to take action in respect to the 
death of Judge David Noggle, which oc­ 
curred m the city of Janesville, Wiscon
